REMARKS. 

In making my report of the present condition and progress of 
the Acworth schools during the past year, I have followed the ex- 
ample of my predecessor, and have arranged the most important 
facts in a similar table. I have done this because, to stand on the 
vantage ground of experience in report making seven times repeat- 
ed, and to assume that the best form of a report has been adopted, 
is easier than to spend time and effort in the attempt to secure a 
more perfect form. I can thus speak of the schools as a whole, 
without attempt to criticise unduly the work of any teacher. Like 
other public servants, some of them have already been sufficiently 
criticised I took charge of the schools with little knowledge of 
their condition, except what I derived from last year’s report. 
From that I learned that the school houses were in good condition, 
‘fall furnished with maps, globes, and most of them with diction- 
aries, text books for teachers, &c,’’ and that ‘‘the latest and best 
text books” were used in all of the schools. Knowing that my 
term of service would be brief, I decided to follow out essentially 
the methods already inaugurated, with the fewest changes. I pur- 
posely avoided making any change in text books, as I might have 
done, that parents might not be burdened with unnecessary ex- 
pense, 

In compliance with the recent law making physiology a regular

study in all schools with advanced scholars, a new work om that 
subject by Orestes M Brand, has been introduced. Though not 


vequal in some respecis to several since issued, yet I believe that 
‘from its size, plan and clearness of statement it is well adapted to 
«the wants of our schools. 


The whole number of te‘ms was 31, to. keep which 21 different 


teachers have been employed; 15 of these having previously taught 


in Acworth. The average daily attendance has been 146.9. The 
percentage of daily attendance is 100 for seven different terms, 
only one less than last year, in Nos. 2, 8, 9, 10, 12 (both terms)and 
13;.the other terms averaging 93 per cent, the same as last year. 

Of the higher studies eight have taken Latin in Dist. No. 1 only. 
Thirty-three have studied physiology, apparently with much inter- 
est and profit; 19 algebra, and three philosophy, making excellent 
progress. In No. 1 thirty-two were given lessons in drawing, 
with good results. Four have succeeded quite well with book- 
keeping. The majority of the pupils in all of the schools have 
taken reading, spelling, penmanship and geography, and in all 
but four districts grammar has been taught with analysis of sen- 
tences, and some thorough work has been done. 

While I have seen abundant evidences of progress in these 
studies in all of the schools, I note, as worthy of special mention, 
improvement in reading in Nos. 6, 10 and 12, and proficiency in 
Nos. 2,8 and 11. Some excellent work has been done in geogra- 
phy noticeably in Nos. 3,9 and 8. In the latter the examinations: 
by topics deserve the highest commendation. I have been espec- 
ially pleased with the improvement in arithmetic. Several classes 
went nearly through the book, while a class in No. 8 has finished 
it. ‘‘History,” says Lord Bacon, “‘makes men wise,” therefore 
it should have a prominent place in our list of studies. Five have 
taken this study, three in No. 12, whose examination was especial- 
ly good. Some attention has been given to the art of composition. 
tecitations by the younger scholars have been a pleasant feature 
of the examinations in Dists. 6,9, 10 and12. In several of the 
smaller schools oral teaching has been quite successfully practiced. 
In these schools I have encouraged general exercises by which 
much useful information has been gained. 

There has been a good degree of success in every school. The 
third term in No. 1. grammar, is the only one I would term ‘‘un- 
fortunate rather than unsuccessful.” From what I saw and heard 
Lam forced to believe that the fault was not alone with the teach- 
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er, but that the pupils and parents ought also to bear some portion . 
of the blame. The teacher came to us very highly recommended, 

and I am sure worked hard to make the school a success. The ex- 

amination at the close of the fall term showed that good work had 

been done, though perfect order evidently had not been preserved. 

What spirit possessed the pupils at the very beginning of the win- 

ter term, which led to such conduct on the part of many as I. 
would not have thought some of them capable of, I know not; but 

it was evidently a spirit which parents would more wisely restrain 
than foster. What personal defects the teacher possessed by rea- 

son of which she failed to gain the good will of the pupils, I know 

not; but I wish to suggest several things which I think helped to 

make the term unfortunate: The multiplicity of classes, which did 

not allow sufficient time for any of them, a difficulty which, ac- 

cording to a former report, is not unusual in this school, and yet a 

difficulty impossible to remove and allow every pupil to continue 

those studies which parents desired. The effort to break up an 

exceedingly bad custom of studying (?) under the trees or on the 

meeting-house steps, by requiring attendance in the school room of 
those who did not study at home, probably did not help to secure 

the good will of the pupils; vet the teacher acted according to in- 

structions, which I believe was a move in the right direction, though 

not as successful as was desired. If those parents who allowed 

their children to have their own way and to withdraw from the 

school, had given them a whipping and sent them back again, the 

school would have been more successful and the scholars none the 

worse for needed discipline. 

Notwithstanding the little ripple of excitement during the win- 
ter term in No. 8, consequent on the removal of two of the pupils 
for ‘‘gross misdemeanor” this was a most successful term. 

And now, thanking the various committees, teachers and pupils 
for whatever of courtesy and help they have rendered me during 
the year, I cheerfully yield my ‘wand of office” sincerely hoping 
that it may fall into the hands of one who will never err in 
judgment, but will have such fitness and love for this work as 
will lead to patient and persevering efforts to bring the schools of 
Aeworth to the highest condition of prosperity.
